To that end, he is holding 
periodic and regular meetings 
with the heads of local police 
organizations.” These meetings 
will be voluntary but we hope 
they will be well attended.

' J In 1962, in the State of California, 26,979 persons were arrested ("mugped", 
fingerprinted and booked) for felonies -- and shortly thereafter they were 
released without even being taken to trial. None of these persons were con- 
victed of any wrong-doine, yet all of them now have a permanent criminal 
record. This is shocking! And it could happen to anyone. 


Your experience as a district attorney and as Attorney General makes it un- 
necessary to detail all the aspects of this problem. Certainly you agree 
with me that a proper method must be found to protect citizens against un- 
warranted arrests and the indelible criminal record which accompanies such 
arrests without depriving police officers of any proper tool they need to 
protect life and property. 


In my opinion, the present laws and procedures are inadequate to provide the 
necessary protection to persons arrested. Laws relating to "expunging" and 
"sealing" criminal records are of little help to innocent men with arrest 
records, largely because finoerprint cards covering all persons arrested are 
normally sent to the FBI in Washington and perr:rently maintained there. 


' Pacause of rv deep feeling on this cuestion ar! because of your background in 
' [this field, I respectfully request that you consider the advisability of ask- 
inp the current session of the State Legislature to consider legislation to 
deal with this critical problem. In this connection, you probably know that 
five states have already adopted the Uniform Arrest Act which was drafted by 
the Interstate Commission on Crime in 1939 and that the Los Angeles Criminal 
Courts Bar Association has recommended study of this Act. Last month, the 
Governor of New York proposed legislation somewhat similar to this. Let me 
make it clear that I am not suggesting that this act is the ideal answer to 
. the problem. (The state of Illinois has, for exarple, apparently found reason 
; to reject the Act.) I am aware of recent decisions by cur courts, such as 
People vs Cowman, 223 ACA 110, indicating that the courts are becoming more 
and more tolerant of permitting police to detain and question a suspect with- 
out making an arrest. But I deeply believe that the problem is so serious as 
at to require specific legislation drafted after the fullest and most -thorouph—-=77 ~~

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This problem is particularly important to the low income groups who obviously 
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This problem is pare leu taniy important to the low income groups who briodi 
cannot afford immediate legal assistance. I am. ‘confident, that. you.will find... 
that a large number of the thousands of persons arrested sash vear and released 
without trial belong to groups of our ponulation least able to protect them- 

selves against unwarranted arrest and upon whom the stigma of a "record" wili 

weigh most heavily.

If the State Legislature chooses to hold hearings on this question, you may 
be assured that I will appear at my own expense and submit further evidence 
and suggestions to assist any study. 


Finally, I also respectfully request that you explore with the Attorney General 
of the United States the possibility of having the FBI return to the individuals 
involved, fingerprint cards in every case where the arrest vas not followed by a 
conviction or a plea of guilty.

Richard Gordon Kleindienst was born on August 5, 1923, at 
Winslow, Arizona. He attended the University of Arizona from 1941 to 1943, 
and Harvard University from 1946 to 1947, where he received an A. B, degree. 
In 1950 he received an LL.B. degree from Harvard Law School. 


Mr. Kleindienst was the subject of an applicant-type investigation 
comhucted by us in 1952 under the Atomic Energy Act Program. This inyesti- 
gation was favorable, and individuals contacted recommended Mr. Kleindienst 
highly for a position of trust and confidence, Cur Investigation revealed he 
enlisted in the U. 8. Army Air Corps Reserve as a Private in November, 1942, 
entering on active duty in March, 1943, and received an honorable 
as a First Lieutenant in danuary, 1946. Information was also developed 
indicating that he was awarded his A. B. degree at Harvard, Magna Cum Laude, 
and that he was elected to Phi Beta Kappa on 5-31-47. Our files do not reveal 
that he has been in contact with the Director or the Bureau, and no arrest 
record was located on him.
